N. Haskell, director of the Russian 
Unit of the American Relief Admin­ 
istration, who landed recently in 
New York with the last vt the 
Americans who had been with him 
ic Moscow. 
“Russia, when we went in, was 
wore than a famine country.” he 
•aid. 
“It was a disease focus. 
Famine could have been confined to 
Russia, but typhus and cholera 
know no man-made boundaries. 
I 
mm not sure that the medical work 
accomplished by the Aaicricsn Be­ 
lief Administration has not saved 
even more lives than th* feeding of 
more than ten million Russians. 
“Aside from vast areas where 
there was actual starvation and the 
prompt arrival of American food 
saved the population from being 
wiped out, diseases Dome by refu- 
Ct'S fleeing from fam re di?tr:cls 
d spread throughout the country. 
Hospitals were overcrowd-xi, their 
supplies and equipment almost nil 
because of years of war; water sup- 
E 
lies polluted and sew. r ay‘tem? ; 
roken down, and everything dis- j 
organized. Every filthy freight car,. 
crowded with refugees, was a breed­ 
ing place for typhus-bearing ver- ; 
min. In some cities corpses lay un­ 
buried in the streets and hundreds 
af bodies were piled in cellars of 
hospitals. Ami Russia was threat­ 
ening her neighbors with contagion. 
"When Gorky and the patriarch. 
Tikhon appealed to the world for 
aid in the summer of 1921. and Her­ 
bert Hoover offered through the 
American Relief Administration to 
feed a million Russian children, we 
never dreamed that before we fin­ 
ished America would bt* called upon 
to feed nearly ten aud a half million 
children and adults. And even then 


were feeding only just enough 
to keep them alive, with our 912,000 
tons of supplies—just kept alive 
children and grown-ups who other­ 
wise would have starved to death 
until they could plant their fields 
r gain. 
With this encouragement 
Russia is no longer a famine coun­ 
try. It ic emerging from the pauper 
class. And now typhus cases are no 
ri«*re frequent than before the war. 
We inoculated literally millions of 
people and checked cholera. 
With 
SO tons of quinine we helped the 
fight against malaria; and we sup­ 
plied the neo-salvarsan which has 
all but wiped out recurrent typhus. 
“There were 6,817,958 corn ra­ 
dons for adults issued in a single 
month—a fundt of com a day for 
31 days; and during that same ( 
month 4,173,339 children w*ere sit- 
t ng down every day to a hot meal 
f reed in some 20,000 kitchens and 
children’s homes. That was in Aug- j 
i vt, 1922. 
And even that doesn't 
i riclude thousands of people kept 
r live that month by A. R. A. food I 
I a. kages bought by relatives and

The grim balk of tile penitentiarj 
overshadows everything, and quite s 
number of the population are connect­ 
ed with the penitentiary in one way 
or another. Yet it is a homey Utile 
place. There are schools, and there 
are gardens with flowers in them. W« j 
do not let the penitentiary overshadow J 
our hearts. 
Little Miss Esther Biggs occupied a: 
cottage at the other end of townf Uhs 
was a spinster lady of between forty 
and fifty, thin, fading, but very much 
beloved. How could anyone help loving 
Miss Esther? Site would go the limit to 
help anyone who was lo need of her.

Physi­ 
cians were given food packages and 
thereby enabled to continue their 
practice. The Russian doctors who 
carried out the program of inocula­ 
tion against disease were paid with 
food. In so far as possible the re­ 
lief given to homes and hospitals 
was used as a spur to raise the 
standards of the institutions. 
Senator Smith W. Brookhart of 
Iowa returning from his recent visit 


to Russia said that the Americas 
Relief Administration had given 
that country a “national education." 
“The idea" continued the Senator, 
“that in return for the food, roads 
should be built; hospitals and chil­ 
dren's 
homes 
repaired 
and 
re­ 
equipped; cities cleaned up and put 
in a sanitary condition, and that the 
workers should be paid in food was 
a wonderful one. 
It worked out 
marvelously and you will find that 
the Russians themselves will adopt 
it in the future. It is an idea of un­ 
limited possibilities."

BOSTON, Nov. 22.— Two hundred 
and eighty-four years ago the first 
postoffice in the United States was 
established in Boston, and the cele­ 
bration of the adversary this month 
j recalled the manner of it founding,

It had been the custom in those 
I days for the citizens of Boston to 
troop on board the packets which 
arrived from overseas in quest o 
j letters and other tidings from Eng­ 
land. That was all very well for a 
while, but as the population grew 
the habit became a nuisance to the 
skippers, who objected to having 
their decks made impromptu deliv­ 
ery offices and the none too spgc 
lous quarters below crowded with 
men and women. 
So the General Court 
(as the 
Massachusetts 
legislature 
always 
has been called) stepped in. In 1639 
it ruled that Richard Fairbanks ?Af* 
! the site of whose home the Hostel 
j Globe building now stands) was to 
take charge of and distribute let- 
| tors from abroad. 
“For preventing tho miscarriage 
of letters," the quaint order road 
I “and it is ordered that not ice be* 
j given that Richard Fairbanks his 
I house in Boston is the place ap 
pointed for all letters which are 
brought from bejond the seas, or 
to bee sent hither, 
are 
to bee 
brought unto. And hee Is to take 
j care 
that they 
bee devilered or 
sent according to their directions, 
and hee Is allowed for every such 
letter a penny.” 
John 
Winthrop 
was 
governor 
when Fairbanks was appointed. The 
latter had a permit to sell “wine 
and strong water,” and over his 
bar the men of Boston sipped their 
ale and read their mail and talked 
of the tidings from far away. 
Fairbanks acted 
as 
postmaster 
until 1677. In January, 1673, the 
General Court made provision for 
a domestic postal service, the car­ 
riers to be paid three pence per 
mile 
for 
their services. 
Twenty 
years later the American Post Office 
was 
established 
and 
in 
1695 .a 
coach and mail service was begun 
between Boston and Hartford.
